^%(i!;lit(]£2l& it is expedient to amend the Law relative to tlie 
r«J.l Registry of Voters in Ireland ; 55* it tStttfott (iBnama, 
hv The QUEEN'S most Excellent Majesty, by and with the 
Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Com- 
mons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by the Authority of 
the same, THAT no person shall, after the Fifteenth day of October 
in the present year, bo entitled to vote at any Election (the Election for 
the University of Dublin only excepted), unless he shall have been 
registered conformably to the provisions of this Act. 



Preamble. 



When Act to 
come into 



to And be it Enacted That in this Act the word “ Lord Lieutenant” shall 
beconstrued to extend to any Chief Governor or Governors of Ireland 
for the time being; the word “ Member” shall mean Member or 
Members to serve in Parliament ; the words “ Clerks of Ihe Peace 
lhall include any Deputy of such Clerk of the Peace, and the Town 
15 Clerk or other Officer having the legal custody of Records relating 
to the Registry of Voters ; the word “Town” shall comprehend a 
County of a City, County of a Town, Borough or other place entitled 
to send a Member or Members to Parliament ; the word “ Register" 
shall mean Register of Electors entitled to vole for a Member of 
ao Parliament ; and the words “ Assistant Barrister” shall include the 
Chahman of the Sessions of the County of Dublin ; and the word 
“ Election” shall mean Election of a Member or Members to serve in 
Parliament; and the word “ Returning Officer ” shall mean Returning 
Officers where there are more than one. 
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Appomtment And be it Enacted, That the Lord Lieutenant shall, before the Fh'st 
Dist^ta^md in the present year, divide the several counties into 

Sessions. districts for holding Registry Sessions, and shall appoint in each 
district a place for holding Sessions for the registry of persons entitled 
to vole at Elections in respect of qualifications arising from property 5 
situate in such district, and each county shall (in so far as circum* 
stances will admit) be so divided into districts as that no part of a 
district shall be more than Ten Miles distant from the place 
appointed for holding the Registry Sessions for such district; and the 
Lord Lieutenant may, in subsequent years previous to the First of 10 
June in each year, vary such districts by making a new division of 
any county : Provided always, That in the case of towns it shall not 
be necessary to appoint more than one place for holding the 
Registry Sessions for each such town ; but the Lord Lieutenant may 
direct that the Voters in any town shall be classed according to 15 
parishes or wards, and such parishes or wards shall be the registry 
districts of such town.

Time of And be it Enacted, That the Lord Lieutenant shall also appoint 

the time at which the Registry Sessions shall be held for each district : 
Sesdons. Provided always, That the first Registry Sessions to be held iu each :2o 
circuit shall commence during the First week in August in each year ; 
and the hours for the despatch of business at each such Registry 
Sessions shall be from o’clock in the forenoon until Si.v o’clock 
in the afternoon, and not later.

Notice of And be it Enacted, That notice of such division of counties into 25 

districts, and of the places appointed for holding Registry Sessions for 
each district, and of the time at which such Registry Sessions shall 
beholden, shall be published in the Dublin Gazette before the 
day of June in each year, and such notice shall specially state what 
half-barony or baronies shall be comprised within each registry dis- 30

And be it Enacted, That the several counties and towns shall be 
conjoined for the purpose of forming Registry Circuits in the manner 40 
set forth in Schedule (A.) to this Act annexed, and the several 
Assistant Barristers of Ireland shall successively proceed on such 
circuits in the rotation hereinafter mentioned, arid shall attend at the

And be it Enacted, That in case any Assistant Barrister shall be Substitute for 
prevented by illness from proceeding on his Registry Circuit, it shall B^^rin 
20 be lawful for the Lord Lieutenant to appoint some other Barrister, of 
at least Siv years’ standing at the bar, temporarily to perform the duties 
of such Assistant Barrister, and all the acts of such Barrister in per- 
formance of the duties pre.scribed by this Act shall be as valid as if 
they had been performed by the Assistant Barrister in whose place he 
25 shall have been temporarily substituted. 

And be it Enacted, That no Assistant Barrister shall be capable of 
being elected as Member for any county or town in which he shall have 
acted as Registering Barrister, within a period of Seven years after he 
shall have acted in that capacity. 

30 And be it Enacted, That every Clerk of the Peace shall, before the ListeofVot«rs 
Fifteenth day of July in the present year, make out and cause to be ^p^feredto 
printed, lists of all persons who shall then have been registered as Voters 
within Seven Years, and shall insert in such lists the names and places 
of abode of such persons at full length, and the date of their respective 
35 registries, and shall make a separate list for each registry district ap- 
pointed as aforesaid, and shall insert the name of each person in the 
list of the district in which the property lies in respect of which he is 
entitled to vote ; and in case the property in respect of which any 
person has been so registered shall be situated in more than one registry

and containing also all the particulars of each such claim as stated in

bellcally ; and in case the property in respect of which any person

refer, and shall furnish to any person who may require the same a copy 
of such lists upon being paid the sum of Sixpence for each such list. 

And be it Enacted, That the Clerk of the Peace of the county or 40 
'-town for which any Registry Sessions are held, shall attend at all 
such sessions, and shall bring with him the register in force for the

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time beinw, tiie originai notices of claim and the lists ivliich he is hereby 
rerinired to make out, and the Registering Barrister shall in open 
court first revise the lists of the persons who shall be upon the register 
in force for the time being, and shall examine into any objection which 
5 may he made to the right of any such person to have his name con- 
tinued on such register, and shall then proceed to examine into the 
right of the persons claiming to have their names added to tlie re-

15 object to any person whose name is also upon such register, and eveiy 
person so objecting shall give to the person so objected to, at least 
Fourteen Days previous to the Registry Sessionj to he held for the 
district in which the qualification of the, person objected to is situated, 
a notice of his intention to ooject to him, by causing such notice to be 
JO delivered to him, or by causing the same to he left at his place of abode, 
as described in such Register ; and every such notice of objection shall 
be signed by the person so objecting, and the grounds of objection shall 
be stated therein ; and whenever the place of abode of the person 
objected to sliall not be within the district for whicli he is registered, 

25 it shall be sufficient if the notice so required shall be sent, at least 
rwenty-one Days before the Registry Sessions, by tlie post, free of 
postage, or, post paid, directed to tlie person objected to at his place 
of abode as described in such register : Provided always, That it 
shall not be necessary to serve a notice of objection upon any person 
no claiming to be registered whose name is not already upon the register 
in force for the time being.

And be it Enacted, That the fact of the name of the person objected 
to being upon the Register of Voters in force for the time being, shall imiedljyfsirt^ 
alwavs be primfi facie evidence of such person being entitled to have 
35 his name retained on such register ; and whether the person objected to 
shall appear or shall not appear in defence of his right to remain upon 
the register, it shall be necessary for the party objecting to such person, 
after liaving proved that notice of the objection was duly served as 
aforesaid, to show that such person is no longer qualified to vote, and 
40 that his name ought not to be retained upon the register; and in case 
he shall fail to substantiate such objection, the Registering Barrister 
shall award such sum as he shall think fit, not exceeding Eire Pounds, 
as costs, to the person whose Vote has been objected to, and to direct 
such costs to be paid by the person so objecting.

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And be it Enacted, That if it shall appear that any person was not 
duly registered at any former Registry Sessions, or has ceased to possess 
the qualification in respect of which he was registered at any former 
Registry Sessions, then the Registering Barrister shall strike his name 
out of the register : Provided always that in any year subsequent to the 5 
present year a change in the value of the property in respect of which 
the name of any Voter may have been placed upon the register, and of 
which property he shall enjoy the same title, and shall be in as full and 
entire possession or occupation at the time of such revision as at the 
time when his name was first placed upon the register, shall not be lo 
held to be a sufficient ground of objection to prevent his name from 
being retained upon the register. 

And be it Enacted, That upon proof of the delivery of a notice of 
claim in the manner hereinbefore required, any person entitled to 
register shall not be prevented from registering on account of any 15 
default or neglect on the part of any Clerk of Petty Sessions or Clerk 
of the Peace in regard of posting, transmitting or printing such notice ; 
and if the name of any person who has been on the register in force in 
the previous year shall, in making out any new lists, be omitted by 
the Clerk of the Peace, the Registering Barrister shall cause his name 20 
to be placed on the register for the ensuing year, if it shall appear that 
such person was entitled to have his name retained upon the re^ster. 

And be it Enacted, That every person whose name is not upon the 
register in force for the time being, and who claims to have his name 
placed upon the register at any Registry Sessions, shall produce in open 25 
court the deed, lease or instrument, if any, duly stamped, by virtue of 
which he shall claim a right to be registered, or shall by his own oath or 
otherwise, as the Registering Barrister shall require, sufficiently account 
for tlie non-production thereof ; or if he shall not claim by virtue of a 
deed, lease or instrument, or is disabled from producing such deed, 
lease or instrument, then such person shall otherwise establish his 
right to be registered as such Voter, pursuant to his notice given as 
aforesaid ; and such person, if claiming as a freeholder, or leaseholder 
or householder, shall also make it appear that the property in respect 
of which he seeks to be registered is of the value and nature by the 
Acts now in force required to entitle him to be registered : P rovided 
always, That no person shall be bound to produce the title deed of 
any landlord under whom he may hold or derive, or make proof of such 
title, and that possession and perception of rent shall be deemed prima 
facie evidence of such landlord’s title.

And be it Enacted, That the Registering Barrister shall inspect and 
examine every deed, lease or instrument so produced, and shall inves- 
tigate the claim made thereunder or otherwise, to be registered, and 
shall determine upon the validity or invalidity of such claim, and shall

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and may cKainine and inquire, as well by the oaths of the claimants 
as by any other evidence offered in support of or in opposition to such 
claim, wliether such claimant is or is not to be registered as a Voter 
for the county or town to which his claim shall relate, and in case

that under any Acts now in force, by which the right of voting 
at Elections to serve in Parliament is regulated and determined, 
any person claiming to have his name placed upon the register is duly 
entitled to be registered as a Voter for the county or town to which his 
1 5 claim shall relate, and that he is not subject to any legal disqualification, 
such Registering Barrister shall so declare and adjudge, and shall 
cause the name of such claimant to be placed on the register 
accordingly. 

And be it Enacted, That in case it shall appear to such llegisfering 
20 Barrister that any person claiming to be registered as a Voter for any 
county or town is not entitled to be legistered, such Barrister shall 
refuse to permit such person to be registered, and shall make an 
order accordingly, and such order shall state the objection by reason 
whereof the claimant has been adjudged not to be entitled to be regis- 
25 tered : Provided always, That such order shall be without prejudice to 
any future application to be registered which the person so rejected 
shall think fit to make at any subsequent Revising Sessions. 

And be it Enacted, That at each Registry Sessions the Registering 
Barrister, after having examined the register in force for the time 
30 being, and the list of persons claiming to be registered, and after hav- 
ing struck out of such register and list the names of such persons as 
he shall have adjudged not to be entitled to be retained or placed 
upon the register, and having directed to be inserted upon the register 
the names of such persons as he shall have adjudged to be entitled to 
35 be placed thereon, shall cause a fair copy of such corrected register to 
be made out by the Clerk of the Peace into a book to be kept for that 
purpose, and shall compare such copy with the original register and 
list, and shall subscribe such copy with his own name, and with the 
date and place of such revision and registry, and shall then return 
40 the same to the Clerk of the Peace, who shall preserve such copy, 
together with the original register and lists, among the records of the 
county or town for which he acts.

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And be it Enacted, That in case any Barrister sltall at any Registry 
Sessions place or retain upon the register any person whose right to 
be registered has been objected to before him, or strike the name of 
anv person out of the register, or refuse to admit the claim of any 
person to be registered, it shall be lawful for the person by whom 5 
such objection may have been made, and for the person whose name 
has been struck off the register, or whose claim to be registered has 
been rejected, to appeal from the decision of such Revising Barrister ; 
and when any person shall so appeal, he shall give a notice in writing of

shall upon the appeal be overruled, such sum shall be paid to the 
person the retention or admission of whose name upon the Register has 
been so objected to, together with such costs as the Court of Appeal 25 
shall think fit to award to be paid by the person so objecting ; and 
such sum shall be returned to the party making the objection, in case 
the name of the person objected to shall by the decision of the Court 
of Appeal be struck off, or shall not be placed upon the register.

And be it Enacted, That the Lord Lieutenant shall appoint the 35 
times and places for holding such Courts of Appeal ; provided always, 
that the first sitting of each Court of Appeal shall not take place later 
than the Fifteenth day of September, nor shall the last sitting of each 
such court tenninate later than the Fifteenth day of October in the 
same year; and the times so appointed, and the places at which 4^ 
ap{>eals from the several registering districts shall be heard, shall be 
notified in the Dublin Gazette and l)y the Clerks of the Peace, in the

And be it Enacted, That for levying the costs and fines, which by 
tins Act the Registering Barristers and the Courts of Appeal are 
empowered to award or impose, such Barrister and Court of 
25 Appeal are hereby authorized respectively to issue a decree for tlie 
payment of such costs and fines, which decree shall have the same 
force, and be executed in the same manner, as any decree of an 
Assistant Barrister on the hearing of a civil Bill before such Assistant 
Barrister.
